1. Choose a well-drained, sunny location (part shade is no obstacle). 


2. Cover the entire bed with at Ieast an inch of well-rotted stable manure or some pulver- 
ized sheep or cow manure. Turn under to a depth of 6 to 8 inches and let it stand several 
weeks before setting out the plants. 


3. Apply commercial fertilizer according to manufacturer’s directions. Pulverize the soil 
o a depth of 6 inches. Set the plants about 6 inches apart, as deep as they were in the nurs- 
ery. Water well; shade in mid-day until well rooted. 


4. Cover with a light hay or straw mulch after the ground freezes. 


5. Give another application of commercial fertilizer, according to directions, when grow- 
ing weather starts in the spring.
